Washington, April 23.—Secretary of 


War Taft and party arrived here on 
board the Mayflower, after an absence 
of exactly a month on a tiip that in- 
cluded Panama," Cuba and~1?orto Rira. 
The secretary and Mrs. Tart were im- 
mediately driven to their residence. 
Bookman Winthrop, former governor 
of Porto Rico, and Mrs. Winthrop 
were guests of the secretary on the 
return trip. The others in the parly 
ircluded Representatives Burton of 
Ohio and DeArmond ol Missouri. 


Secretary Taft gave out a statement 


in which he says he found mat tors in 
Cuba "in what, under the circum- 
stances, must be considered a verji 
satisfactory condition;" that there is 
every ground for hope that the plan 
adopted for a census, preliminary elec- 
tion and then a general election six 
months later, will result in the selec- 
tion of a president and congress who 
will be able to maintain themselves 
and give stable rule to the island; and 
that the delay in taking a census is 
taken by the Cubans as an earnest of 
the American government's desire to 
secure a stable government before it 
leaves, "so there shall be no excuse 
for a second intervention." He says 
that next Friday he will go to Cincin- 
nati to attend a Yale club meeting, 
will then address the Dayton (O.) Y. 
M. C., A., and on Monday night will 
discuss the Panama canal before the 
Cincinnati Business Men's club. 


Mr. Taft, says that in Panama the 


engineers reported to him that the 
foundations for the sites of the locks 
were entirely satisfactory, and he dis- 
cussed administrative matters ho took 
up in Panama.

Make Another Demonstration In the 


British Capital. 


London, April 2:1.—The "cry of the 


unemployed" was raised in London 
again when several thousand skilled 
workmen, who had been discharged 
from Woolwich arsenal as an outcome 
of War Secretary Haldane's scheme of 
reducing military expenses, inarched 
with bands and banners the long dis 
tance from Woolwich to the bouse of 
commons to impress their grievances 
upon the government. The complaints 
i>f the men are farreaching, represent- 
ing not only loss of employment, but 
the wiping out of their savings Invest- 
ed in little properties located in the 
town of Woolwich. Premier Campbell- 
Bannerman assured the men of the 
government's anxiety that these dis- 
charges 
should 
entail 
as 
little 


hardship as possible. Secretary Hal- 
dane explained the necessity of the re- 
duction in military expenditure and 
the need of bringing things down from 
the inflated position which obtained 
during the late war. He said there 
must even be further reductions, but 
promised that every scrap of work 
possible would be given to Woolwich.

REPLY TO 


Declares There Are Un- 


desirable Citizens in 


All Walks of Life 


[By Telegraph to Tho A**J 


Washington, April 24. — President 


Roosevelt has replied to the criticisms 
of his recent letter in which he re- 
ferred to Moyer and Haywood, officials 
of the Western Federation of Miners, 
charged with complicity in the murder 
of former Governor Steunenberg of 
Idaho, as "undesirable citizens." 


The president says in a communica- 


tion to HonoreJaxon of Chicago,chair- 
man of the Cook County Moyer-Hay- 
wood conference, that he regrets any 
body of men. should so far forget their 
duty to their country as to, by forma- 
tion of societies and' in other ways, 
endeavor to influence justice and co- 
erce court or jury; that they, not he. 
are trying to influence justice, and he 
condemns what he calls their flagrant 
impropriety in the matter. 
He says 


that he indicated no opinion as to their 
guilt of the Steunenberg murder, but 
that it was a simple absurdity to sup- 
pose that because a man is on trial he 
is free from criticism as to his man- 
ner of life. He said he might as well 
be accused of trying to influence the 
sails against Harriman.some of who • 
friends had also criticised him. lie 
said Moyer, Haywood and Debs stand 
as representatives of those who habit- 
ually appear as guilty of incitement to 
or apology for bloodshed and violence. 
HP added that he was profoundly in- 
different to the condemnation of him 
for his criticism of the undesiiable 
types of citizens, regardless of the 
power of either labor or capital. The 
president concludes: 


"1 have received many such le'ters 


as >oura. Accompanying them were 
newspaper clippings announcing dem- 
onstrations, parades and mass meet- 
ings designed to show that the repre- 
sentatives of labor, without regard to 
the facts, deroa-nd tfie acquittal of 
Messrs. Haywood and Moyer. Such 
meetings can, of course, be designed 
only to coerce court or jury in render- 
ing a verdict, and they therefore de- 
serve all the condemnation which you 
in your letter say should be awarded 
to those who endeavor improperly to 
influence the course of justice. 


"You 
would of course be entirely 


within your rights if you merely an- 
nounced that you thought Messrs. 
Moyer and Haywood were 'desirable 
citizens," thotifn in such case I should 
take frank issue with you and should 
say, that wholly without regard to 
whether or not they are guilty of the 
crime for which they are now being 
tiled, they represent as thoroughly un- 
desirable a type of citizenship as can 
be fdtind in this country, a type which, 
ip the letter to which you so unrea- 
sonably take exceptions, I showed not 
to he confined to any one class, but to 
exist among some representatives of 
great capitalists as well as among 
some representatives of wage workers 
I challenge' as a right the support 
of all good Americans, whether wage- 
earner.;, or capitalists, whatever their 
occupation or creed, or in whatever 
portion of the country they live, when 
I condemn both the types of bad cU. 
xenship which" I have /held up to rep- 
robation " 


GOVERNORS OF OHIO 


ARTHUR ST. CLAIR—1787-1803. 


Arthur St. Clair was the first governor of the Northwest Territory, o£ which 


:iie present state of Ohio was a part. St. Clair was born iu Scotland in 1734. 
He was a close student and was given the benefit of a classical education. He 
studied medicine, but military pursuits appealed to him more, and he secured 
a subaltern's appointment and was with Wolfe in the storming of Quebec. 
After the peace of 17<>3 he was assigned the command of Fort Ligouier, iu 
1'cnnsjlvaulit, and when the Revolutionary war comtnenf-ed he was ap- 
pointed colonol of Continentals. Ifo was promoted to the rank of brigadier 
and afterward to major general. When St. Clair abandoned Ticouderoga on 
the approach of Burgoyne's army, charges of cowardice, Incapacity and treach- 
ery were brought against him. He was tried by court martial and acquitted. 
After the passagp of the ordinance for the government of the Northwest Terri- 
tory he was made governor and continued in the oflice until within a few weeks 
of the termination of the. territorial form of government In the winter of 1802-0.1, 
when IIP was removed by President Jefferson. HV died at Oreonsburg Ang 81 
ISIS.
